SUIT IS CONTEMPLATED 





Landlords Threatened With 
Loss of Supply Unless They 
Satisfy Monopoly. 


UNITED WAR PLANNED 


Realty Holder Says Bills Were 
Presented for Persons 
He Never Knew. 





Ten theusand St. Louis property own- 
ers who guaranteed the payment of gas 
bills for their tenants are threatened 
with suit by the Laclede Gas Light Co. 


These property owners are finding at- 


tached to their regular monthly gas 
bills the alleged unpaid bills of their 
tenants and former tenants, with notice 
that unless the bills are promptly paid 
their own gas supply will be out off. 

The gas company, in lieu of the $ and 
t10 deposits, will accept the guarantee of 
the owner of the property that the gas 
bills will be paid. Some of the guaran- 
tors now say that the gas company is 
demanding paymnient not only for gas, 
but also for fixtures, stoves and heat- 
ers. Some of the bills are for service 
alleged to have been rendered long after 
the tenants removed from the guaran- 
tor’s property. The bills amount from 
a few dollars to $200. 

Property Owner Talks. 

H. C. Koenig of 3836 Kosciusko street, 
who owns about eighty houses in St. 
louis, is one of the many property own- 
ers of whom the gas company has de- 
manded payment of the delinquent bills. 

“Several years ago,”’ said Mr: Koenig 
to the Post-Dispatch, ‘‘the Laclede Gas 
Light Co. had its solicitors working in 
‘this’ part of the city. 

“The company induced some of my 
tenants to take’ gas and then’ came to 
me and asked me to sign the guaran- 


“tee. This was more than three years 


ago, and many of those tenants have 
moved away and I fave lost track of 
them. Just recently the gas company 
began sending me the delinquent bills 
and threatened to shut off my gas un- 
‘less I paid them. Some of the bills 
were for gas stoves and other fixtures. 
As I had signed the guarantee merely 
for the monthly gas bill, I refused to 
pay. 

“I sent the company a check for my 
own gas bill, and it returned it with 
notice that I would have to pay the 
delinquent bill. The check was returned 
a second time, with the statement that 
my gas would be cut off unless I pa!d 
up. 

“I consulted my attorney and _  in- 
formed the gas company that I would 
pay only such gas vdills as were in- 
upy- 
ing my property, and that 7 ‘oii not 
pay for any gas stoves or other fix- 
tures. I told the company I would 
bring an injunction suit if any attempt 
was made to out off my gas. Since

When he did not return Monday Mrs. 
Bernthaler went out to look for hiin. 
She returned at 11 a. m. Monda¥ without 
finding any trace of him.

Marth 30.--Chester 
E.. Gillette today paid the penalty igi 
the electric chair for the murder of ‘his 
sweetheart, Grace Brown, whom. he had 
wronged, and whom he Jured to death 
under the pretext that he was taking 
her to the’ marfiage altar to right her 
wrengs. Just before he walked to the 
death .chamber he confessed his crimé¢ 
to his spiritual advisers, the Rey. Henry 
Mclivray' and Prison Chaplain jler- 


rick. 
Within two minutes after the 


rent was passed through his 
he Was pronounced dead. 

The detailed cenfession made by Gi 
lette was not given out, but it is under. 
stood to conform “in practically ever$ 
particular to the circumstantial eviderice 
presented. at the trial, when the pro 
secution contended that Gillette fred 
Grace Brown to Big Meose Lake. in the 
Adirondacks, rowed out to a. seclud- 
ed spot on the evening of July 10, ‘1906, 
killed her with a tennis racquet and 
cast her body into the water, where it 
was found the following day.

It closed with a paragraph 
indicating that he had made a full con- 
fession: 


“There is ot one thing that IT have 
left undone which will bar me’ from 
facing my God knowing that my sint 
are forgiven.’ he wrote, “for I Nave 
been free antl frank in my talke with 
my spiritiual adviser.”

In ten days the whoiesale prices on 
pork have advanced from 30 to 50 pe 
cent on the various gradés of meat. The 
retail prices have advanced correspond- 
ingly.

Pork loins, which then cost 8 or 8% 
cents, now cost 12% cents.

Berckman; “never saw him to my know!l- 
edge, never wrote him a letter, and 
never wrote anyone else such letters as 
the morning papers describe. 

“Silverstein may have been an anar- 
chist or a Democrat, or a Republican. 
His political creed doubtless had noth- 
ing to do with his_plans. I_firmly be- 
lieve that at some time he had been 
made a victim of police violence. At 
some time he had felt the crushing im- 
pact of a policeman’s club. He was 
nursing the memory of this wrong when 
he made this bomb. His tragic act in 
Union Square was an individual protest 
against oppression—nothing more or 
less.”’ 

Berckman did not hesitate to predict 
more bomb-throwing. 

Socialists Biame Police. 
While the anarchists and organized 


labor, as represented in the Committee 
of Unemployed in charge of the demon- 
stration, repudiated Silverstein and dis- 


avowed responsibility for his crime, the 
General Committee of the Socialist Party 
passed judgment upon the Union Square 
incident in a long set of resolutions and 
appointed a committee to investigate 
the bomb throwing. 

The committee is headed by Robert 
Hunter, the wealthy sociologist, who 
was to be the chief speaker at the Union 
Square demonstration. The other mem- 
bers are Morris Hillauist, the Socialist 
lawyer; Joseph Wauhope, Algernon Lee, 
Solomon Fieldman, Henry F. Sloboden, 
Thomas J. Lewis and Moses Oppenheim- 
er, all prominent in the Socialist move- 
ment. 

Silverstein’s latest statement was 
drawn from him after he had been ques- 
tioned enough to kill most men so near 
death ds he was after the operation. 
Translated, it was as follows: 

“My reason for making the bomb, the 
construction of which took three days, 
was because a policeman had, some 
weeks ago, beaten me severely with no 
provocation whatsoever, and from the 
time of the beating I resolved to get 
even with the police. There was no one 
in the scheme with me. I was all alone. 
I went to Union Square alone with the 
intention of doing as much harm to the 
police as I could. No one else knew 
about it.”’ 

Slain Mra No Anarchist. 

Ignatz Hildebrand, the tailor, w. 0 was 
killed by Silverstein's bomb, was no as- 
sociate of the anarchist assassin. He 
was an unemployed tailor. 

When told today that the anarchists 
had offered to pay for the funeral, the 
widow dried her tears and said: 

‘* My husband had nothing fn common 
with those people. He was opposed 
to them in life,.and in death they shall 
have nothing to do with him. I shall 
bear the expense myse if, and shall take 


care of myself,’ 

The police are satisfied that Hilde- 
brand had nothing to do with the throw- 
ing of the bomb, unless, as some wit- 
nesses say, he attempted to prevent Sil- 
verstein from throwing it, sacrificing 
his own life to save others.

Brewers Will Take Old Men 
Back, but Wish to Keep 
the Others. 








WILL MEET STRIKERS 





Chairman of Labor Commit- 
tee Thinks Chance of Set- 
tlement Good. 





After the brewers had held a confer- 
ence at the headquarters of the St. Louls 
Brewing Association in the Wain- 
wright Building, C. Norman Jones, 
chairman of the Labor Committee, an- 
nounced at 1 p. m. Monday that a meet- 
ing would be held at 3 p. m., with rep- 
resentatives of the striking union em- 
ployes. 

“There's a good prospect for a settle- 
ment,’’ Mr. Jones said. 

It is understood the labor leaders will 
insist on the Labor Bureau, to fill va- 
cancies in the ranks of union employes, 
which will help assure the union shop. 

That the striking brewery workers are 
in the right was the unanimous opinion 
of a special committee of the Central 
Trades and Labor Union, which reported 
at a meeting of that body at Aschen- 
broedel Hall, 3535 Pine street, Sunday 
afternoon. 

The report, without a dissenting vote, 
was approved by the 300 members of the 
central body. ° 

The committee consisted “of avid 
Kreyling, “Lee Woodward, A. Meyer, 
Joseph Jackson, Philip Hoffer and H. 
Staudinger. 

Nearer to Settlement, 

Addresses were made by Joseph 5. 
Proebstle, secretary of the Internation- 
al Union of Brewery Workers. and Jo- 
seph Fessner, secretary of the local 
union. 

The committee sald another confer- 
ence with the brewers would be held 
Monday, and that practically only one 
issue remains to be settled. 

This is whether the breweries are to 
be permitted to retain-the men whom 
it employed to take the places’ of the 
strikers. 

The committee stated that, in its opin- 
ion, the only other important issue was 
eliminated Saturday, when the Interna- 
tional Union served official notice on 
the brewers that the charter of the 
Priestersbach union of brewery driv- 
ers had been revoked. 

Contracts Are Released. 

It was the opinion of those at the 
meeting that this action fixes’ the 
status of the lL'riestersbach man as 
nonunion workers. One of the points 
made by the employers throughout the 
negotiations was that the Priestersbach 
faction constituted the original union 
with whom the brewers made a con- 
tract. The committee believes that the 
revocation of the charter releases the 
brewers from their contract wich Pries- 
tersbach’s mci, ' 

The committee recommended that all 
union men in St. Louis be asked to re- 
frain from drinking beer made at brew- 
eries affected by the strike. In view 


of the possibility of a settlement, ac- 
tion on this was defeated until after 
a special meeting of the Central Trades 
and Labor Union, which will be held 
at 8 p. m. Monday. 

At -that time the committee will re- 
port the progress made during the day, 
and if the strike is not settled, nego- 
tiations will be called off. 

Strikers Can Come Back. 

A conference between the brewers to 


consider the situation began at noon 
Monday at the headquarters of the S8*. 
Louis Brewing Association fn the Fain. 
wright Building, but it was said that 
no time had been set for a meeting be- 
tween the brewers and representatives 
a the strikers. 
Norman Jones, who has represented 
Pes employers in the negotiations, says 
the brewers are ready to take back 
the men who walked out. 
“All that we now desire,’’ he said, 
“is to keep the men who served us in 
time of trouble, whom we promised to 
take care of.’’

POLICE EXPENSES INCREASE 


Department Will Cost City $2,- 


200,000 Next Fiscal Year. 


The Police Department will cost the 
city of St. Louis something like $2,200,- 
000 during the fiscal year beginning April 
1. The Board of Police Commissioners, 
in executive session Monday afternoon, 
is figuring just how much money it will 
need to run the department until April, 
1909, and a rough, unofficial, estimate 
brings the amount up to the figures 
quoted above. 

Last year the department's appropr!i- 
ation amounted to $1,800,000, of which all 
but about $500 was expended.

All the other doors and windows were 
tightly closed. Lanham threw open a 
window and summoned Patrolman Sla- 
vin of the Deer Street Station. 

He told Slavin he and his sister and 
niece lived together in the two small 
rooms, and that they had difficulty in 
making his earnings as cobbler support 
them, but that he did not know whether 
Mrs. Kinsella had tired of the life and 
determined to end it. 


Never Threatened Suicide. 
No note was found, and Mrs. Kinsella 


had never threatened suicide, her broth- 
er said. 

Mrs. Kinsella, in a lucid moment Mon- 
day afternoon, declared that the gas 
jet had been accidentally turned on, 
though she could not explain how.

When the swift current overturned the 
wagon in which she was riding across 
the stream with her husband, her 3- 
year-old daughter, Elvira, her baby and 
John Volz, a farmhand, Mrs. Gildehass, 
who was a good swimmer, held the 
baby at arm’s length above her head 
to prevent it from being drowned. 

Had she dropped the child she could 
have reached the shore in safety, but 
mother love was stronger than the in- 
stinct of self-preservation. 


Toa Weak to Hold Child. 
But her sacrifice was in vain. When 


she sank for thé third time she was so 
weak that the current swept the child 
from her grasp and mother and baby 
went to death together. 

An hour before the baby had been 
christened by the Rev. Father Glin- 
ger of St. Bridget’s Church at Pacific. 
They drove into the town from their 
farm, two miles away. 

When they crossed the river the cur- 
rent was no swifter than usual, but in 
the three hours they remained in Pa- 
cific tht water rose rapidly, and when 
they returned the rocks which marked 
the ford were not visible. 

Volz held the lines. He urged the team 
of mules into the water, and they were 


J halfway across when the wagon turned 


over. 

Theodore Stoelzner and George Roem- 
er were fishing near. the ford. They 
heard Mrs. Gildehass scream and look- 
ing up they saw her holding the baby 
high above her head. Her husband, her 
aaughter, and the farmhand were in the 
water and the current was rapidly carry- 
ing them down stream. 

Fishermen Hescuc Three. 

The fishermen jumped into a skiff and 
went to the rescue. They reached Volz 
first. He caught hold of an oar. As 
he was being pulled to the boat the 
head of little Elvira appeared above the 
surface within reach of his arm. Volz 
caught her by the hair and éhe was res- 
cued with him. Then Gildehass was 
pulled into the boat. 

When the men reached the deep water 
where Mrs. Gildehass was struggling to 
save her child, she was going down for 
the last time. 

The baby, torn from her grasp by the 
egrrent, sank with her. Its body was 
recovered.

HUSBAND GIVES BLOOD 
TO SAVE WIFE: DESPERATE 
OPERATION OF NO AVAIL 


Honduran Consul-General to New 
York in Dangerous Condition 


After Transfusion. 


NEW YORK, March 30.—With’ the 
hope of saving the Ife of his wife, 
Fimilia, Dr. Louis de Lazo, Counsel- 
General of Honduras in New York, gave 
his own blood, submitting to the rare 
operation of transfusion. The desperate 
expedient failed, however, and the 
woman, who was 2% years old, died yes- 
terday in the French Hospital. 

Her husband is seriously ill, both from 
the effects of the operation and the 
shock of his wife's death. Despite her 
youth, Mrs. De Lazo wes the mother of 
five children and her health had not 
been robust for a long time. 

The operation was. performed last 
Wednesday in the presence of a dozen 
surgeons. Aw artery In Dr. De Lazo's 
arm was severed and a like incision was 
made in the arm of his wife. Then 
both limbs were bound tightly together 
in order that the transfusion should 


take place. 

Following the operation there was an 
apparent improvement in rs. , De 
Lazo’s condition, and it was said fhat 
the experiment had proved a success, 
but an unlooked for complication arose 
when pneumonia set tn and she gradu- 
ally sank until death came. The body 
will be taken to Guatemala for burial.

Injunction proceedings to prevent the 
further operation of the 2-cent fare law 
in this State are to be renewed before 
Federal Judge McPherson at Kansas 
City as a result of the conference of 
the genera! solicitors of all Missouri 
lines Monday at the offices of A. G.

The reports submitted by the audit- 
ing departments show that ten Missouri 
roads have suffered an aggregate loss 
in passenger revenue of $3,000,000 during 
the past six months.

PARIS, March 30.—Henry Addison 
Alexander, whose beautiful wife 
eloped with William Graham Blaki- 
ston, a London attorney, was drugged 
and robbed on a train between Paris 
and Marseilles, while the former coun- 
vellor to the United States embassy at 
Paris was on his way to Toulon to 
defenil the suit brought by his wife 
to have a receiver appointed for as 
much of ther property as is in his 
hands, their common possession under 
French law. 

Mr. Alexander, it is understood, has 
quarreled with his relatives, promi- 
nent New Yerkers. His father found- 
ed the law firm of Alexander & Green 
there. So lack of money forced him 
to sell the paintings and other works 
of art which adorn his villa, Marie de 
Lyons, at Hyeres, néar Toulon. He 
disposed of the art objects by auction. 

Suffered a Broken Shoulder. 

With a large sum of money, Mr. 
Alexander, who is 67 years old, started 
for Toulon. Full particulars of the 
robbery have not been received here 
yet, but Mr. Alexander reached Mar- 
seilles eavith a broken shoulder and In- 
jured knee cap. Besides his money, 
his father’s watch, which he carried 

and valued most highly, was stolen, 
or, as he put it: 

“When I entered the court my fam- 
ily Bible and my six-shooter were all 
I had in the world.” 

Mr. Alexander, a graduate of 
Princeton University and of Columbla 
law school, is noted for his knowledge 
of.international civil law; and was so 
well able to defend his wife’s suit for 
a receiver that the court declared in 
his favor. He is still prosecuting his 
suit for divorce. It is being heard at 
Toulon. In it he names as co-re- 
spondents Blakiston, who was his 
guest when he ran away with Mrs. 
Alexander, and John Aspinal Hodge, 
a lawyer of New York. Mr. Alex- 
ander has sworn in the suit that he 
found a number of very affectionate 
letters which Mr. Hodge, an old friend 
of his, wrote to Mrs. Alexander before 
she eloped.

JAPAN WOULDN’T CONSIDER 











Aoki Proposed a Mutual Under- 
standing and His Recall Was 
the Result.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 30.—The

JAILS,” RUSSIA’S DEMAND 


Mortality in St. Petersburg’s Pris- 
ons Becomes Alarming—Addi- 


tional Soldiers Wanted.

ST. PETERSBURG, March 30.—All the 
jails in St. Petersburg are so overtaxed 
the authorities are at their wits’ end 
because of the increasing number of pris- 
oners. The Minister of Justice has 
asked for a greatly increased appro- 
priation from the Treasury, specifying 
that the money will be used to build 
new jails and enlarge the present ones. 
Accompanying the plea for money is 
the statement that in quarters built for 
a maximum capacity of 107,138 prisoners, 
there are housed at the present time 
154,187 men, women and children. 

Epidemic diseases are carrying off 
hundreds of prisoners. The mortality 
among the very young and the very old 
is appalling. 

The Minister of Justice suggests that 
army barracks not now in use be turned 


into temporary jails. 
The Minister of War replies that 


more barracks are needed because more 


soldiers are required. 
Meantime, the peasants of the Volga 


and the upper waters on the Don are 
starving. The Government announces 
that it cannot reach them with the 


necessities of life.

,SENATOR STONE AS A LEANER. 

No one can blame'Senator Stone for doing his 
best to identify himself and his fortunes with 
M1. Bryan and his fortunes. 

Mr. Bryan is a.man of high character and of 
lofty ideals. He possesses the confidence of the 
people to an extraordinary degree. He has never 
been implicated in scandal. He has principles 
and the capacity to impress them upon others. 
Friends and foes alike agree in saying that his 
reputation is good. He can carry Missouri. 

Without passing too harsh e« judgment upon 
Senator Stone, truth compels the statement that 
in all of these respects he falls far short of the 
Bryan standard, and if one were to be critical 
of Mr. Bryan, it would have to be admitted that 
his jong and cordial intimacy with Senator Stone 
belies many of his most agreeable professions. 

Mr. Stone is not necessary to Mr. Bryan, but 
everybody in these parts knows that Mr. Bryan 
is necessary to Mr. Stone. If the Senator can 
make it appear that he and Mr. Bryan are men 
of the same character, of the same impulses and 
of the same aims the great advantage of the 
association must lie on the side of the Senator. 

While no one will question Mr. Stone’s clever- 
ness in attempting to figure conspicuously in 
geod political society at election time, there can- 
net fail to be a disposition in many places to 
protest against the attempt by himself and his 
friends to seize Mr. Bryan in their deadly em- 
brace and use his pleasing figure as a shield from 
the onslaughts of an opposition which is not 
arrayed against Mr. Bryan but i: most positively 
moving upon Mr. Stone. 

The Post-Dispatch is now and always has been 
free to testify to the excellent qualities of Mr. 
Bryan, but if these virtues were many times 
greater than they are they would hardly suffice 
in an analytical view to obscure the shortcom- 
ings of William J. Stone. It is no argument for 
M:. Stone that Mr. Bryar has co-operated with

Who 
shall wonder, then, that Mr. Stone leans heavily 
upon Mr. Bryan and entertains the hope that 
by that process ne may be helped over the many 
rcugh places now plainly in sight? | 

If Missouri could make Mr. Bryan President 
he would have the office. He can carry Missouri 
any day in the week. But Missouri alone cannot 
give him the Presidency. Now that Mr. Stone 
is better known than he was some years ago 
and that standards radically different from his 
own have come to be lboked upon with favor, 
it is not believed that he can carry Missouri or 
even that part of Missouri which resides in the 
Democratic party. His one hope is to make use 
ot Mr. Bryan’s good name and Mr. Bryan's 
great popularity. A broken reed is leaning upon 
what, locally, is a tower of strength.

INSURANCE, 

The report that some of the property 
shaken down in Mexico last week was 
covered by earthquake insurance sug- 
gests that our sister republic may be 
ahead of us in a financial anticipation 
of some of the more reliable exigencies 
of life. 

Are we insured as fully as becomes 
the thrift of a prudent nation? To be 
sure, we are insured against death, ac- 
cident, fire, cyclones, sickness, burglars, 
injury to employes, drunken men in con- 
tact with plate glass, and a job lot of 
casuaities. But against perils even more 
imminent than some of these we hold 
no policies whatever. 

For instance, the loss of the peach 
crop is a fortuity which leaves us with- 
out indemnity about three times in five. 
If we had peach insurance we might 
eat peaches raised elsewhere; Instead of 
invariably resorting to prunes. The ap- 
ple crop is almost equally adventurous. 
Yet the uninsured blossom wil! blow In 





a few days in alj the temperate zone, 
and the frost will probably get it, leav- 
ing our stomachs to the scant mercy of 
the dessicated, or dried, apple, which 
many a good man has died full of. It 
is possible that the Lloyds offer us in- 
surance against such contingencies as 
Hessian flies in the wheat, boll weevils 
in the cotton, green bugs in the greens, 
chinch bugs in the oats, grasshoppers 
in the corn, hens in the garden, cholera 
in the hogs, and that predaceous army 
to which allusion is made in the famous 
rhyme, 


Big crops have big bugs 
To prey upon and bite ‘em, 
And little crops have little bugs, 
And so on ad infinitum, 


but if they do, the agents never an- 
noy us, 

Really, there is no reason why any 
disaster should catch us unprepared. 
When we travel we can pay the ticket 
agent an extra quarter and leave those 
dependent upon us in affluence if the 
railroad is running without telegraph 
operators to reduce operating expenses; 
but we cannot give the conductor on 
the street car an extra cent and collect 
$2 if we leave an umbrella on the car. 
Neither can the uneasy wife of these

meals—is recommended by Elie Metchnikoff in “The Prolongation of 

Life’ (Putnam’s) as the best means of warding off senility. Boiled 
soured milk has worked wonders which he has seen in kidney and intestinal 
troubles. ‘“‘Our precocious and unhappy old “age,” he says, is due to the 
poisoning of the tissues through intestinal putrefaction. Soured milk arrests 
this process of putrefaction in the large intestine. He says: 

‘From time immemorial human beings have absorbed quantities of lactic 
microbes by consuming in the uncooked condition substances such as soured 
milk, kephir, sauer kraut, or salted cucumbers which have undergone lactic 
fermentation. By these means they have unknowingly lessened the evil conse- 
quences of intestinal putrefaction. Inthe .Bible soured milk is frequently 
spoken of. When Abraham entertained the three angels he set before them 
soured milk and sweet milk and the calf which he had dressed (Genesis 18, 
8.) In his fifth book Moses enumerates amongst ‘the food which Jehovah had 
given his people to eat ‘Soured milk of Kine and goats’ milk, with fat of lambs 
and rams of the breed of Bashan, and goats with the fat of kidneys.’ (Deut. 
32, 14.) Note. In the English authorized version as in the translation of 
Osterwald the word ‘butter’ is used in place of ‘soured milk.” Prof. Metch- 
nikoff follows the translation given by Evstein in his work on the Medicine 
of the Old Testament.) 

A food known as ‘‘Leben raib,”’ 


S mente milk, which can be taken at any time of the day*yvith or between 


which is a soured milk, prepared from 
the milk of buffaloes, kine or goats, has been used in Egypt from the re- 
motest antiquity. A similar preparation known as “yahourth” is familiar 
to the populations of the Ralkan Peninsula. The natives of Algiers make a 
kind of “‘leben’’ not identical with the Egyptian form. 

Soured milk is consumed in great quantities in Russia in two forms— 
“prostokwacha,” which is raw milk spontaneously coagulated and soured, and 
‘vwarenetz,’’ which is boiled milk soured with a yeast. 

The chief food of many natives of tropical Africa consists off soured 
milk. The staple diet of the Mpseni is ‘‘a curdled milk, almost solidified.” 
“Meat is eaten only on cerernonial occasions.”’ According to Foa, a tribe of the 
Nyassa-Tanganyika plateau, like the Zulus, take milk only in the form of a raw 
cheese mixed with salt and pepper. 

Dr. Lima of Mossamedes, in West Africa, has told me that the natives of 
regions south of Angola live almost entirely on milk. They employ the 
cream as an Ointment for the skin, whilst the milk, soured and curdied, Is 
their staple food. M. Nogueira reported the same circumstances nearly fifty 
years ago after his journey in the province of Angola. 

Just as cheeses vary in different countries, so curdled milk varies slight- 
ly according to the nature of the flora of microbes. Taking all the soured 
inilks that are produced by natural processes, it may be said that the great- 
er number cf them contain not only microbes that produce lacti: acid, but, 
also yeasts that cause alcoholic fermentations. Kephir, which is prepared 
from the milk of kine, and koumiss, which is a product of mares’ milk, are 
notably alcoholic. Koumiss is the well-known national beverage of the Kirghi- 
ses, Tartars and Kulmucks, nomads of Asiatic Russia, who are famous horse 
breeders, whilst kephir is the native drink of the mountaineers of the Caucasus, 
the Ossetes, and some other tribes.’ 

M. Grigoroff, a Bulgarian student at Geneva, has been surprised by the 
number of centenarians to be found in Bulgaria, a region in which yahourth, a 
soured milk, is the staple food. Some of the centenarians, described by M. 
‘hemin in his memoir, lived chiefly on a milk diet. Marie Priou, for example, 
who died in the Haute-Garonne in 1838 at the age of 158 years, had lived for the 
last 10 years of her life entirely on cheese and goats’ milk. Ambroise Jantet, 
a laborer of Verdun, who died in 1751 at the age of 111 years, “ate nothing 
but unleavened bread and drank nothing but skimmed muilk.’’ Nicole Mare, who 
died aged 110 years, at the chateau of Colemberg (Pas-de-Calais), a hunchback 
and cripple, “lived only on bread and milk food. It was only towards the 
end of her life and after much persuasion that she took a little wine.” 

I owe to the kindness of M. Simine, an engineer in the Caucasus, the follow- 
ing communication, taken from the newspaper, Tiffliiaky Listok, Oct. 8, 1904: In 
the village of Sba, ! the district of Gori, there is an old Ossete woman, Thense 
Abalva, whose age is supposed to be about 180 years. This woman fs still quite 
capable and looks after her household duties and sews. Although she is bent, 
she walks firmly enough.

He 
talked to husbands about husbands Sun- 
day night and the ‘wives of husbands, 
present and prospective, sat by and list- 
ened very Qitentively and approvingly. 

He told the husbands that the best 
wary to keep ihe wrinkles away from 
their wives’ faces was to keep on lov- 


ing them after marriage the same as 


before. 


Will Keep Awny Wrinkles. 
“Love will keep more wrinkles away 


than 16,000 lotions,”’ he said. “If you 
men would love your wives the way you 
should they would have less need to 
spread on face preparations when they 
go out calling.”
